DETAILED ACTION 

The request filed on 1 1/21/01for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) 
under 37 CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/194,165 is acceptable and a 
CPA has been established. An action on the CPA follows. 

Claims 1-31 are pending in the application and were presented for examination 
on the merits. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-31 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention for the reasons set forth in the Office Actions dated 
10/27/2000 and 6/22/01.

Claim R j ctions - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1-5, 9-11 and 22 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Balch et al. (1997) for the reasons set forth in the Office Actions dated 
10/27/00 and 6/22/01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-24 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gaynor et al. (US 5,904,924) in view of Balch et al. (1997) and further in view of Handel 
et al. (US 5, 387,422) for the reasons set forth in the Office Actions dated 10/27/00 and 
6/22/01. 

No Claims are allowed. 

This is a CPA of applicant's earlier Application No. 09/194,165. All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been 
finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had 
been entered in the earlier application.
